Then here is the rub! Supposing you 
are a dealer and have but a limited amount 
of glass under which 
to grow your Roses. 
What will you do to 

make your place pro- 
ductive? The temptation will be strong 
to plant your Roses in the smallest-size 
pots that will maintain life, and in this way 
you will- greatly increase your capacity. 
When the parent plants, from branches of 
which cuttings are taken to produce your 
young roses, are set out in the benches, 
you will most likely set them five inches 
apart instead of twelve inches to fifteen 
inches apart as you should plant them in 
order to give them that vigor of root-action 
necessary to produce healthy wood and 
healthy offspring. You can well afford,

seems very low and exceedingly attractive 
as compared to, say, our prices.

note how far apart 
the plants are set in the benches. The 
man who runs the place makes his living 
by growing only the finest blooms and he 
takes no chances of failure. He sets his 
plants from twelve inches to fiiteen inches 
apart, but in many cases when the grower 
grows Rose plants for sale to amateur 
planters he plants them five inches apart

all a common-sense performance. The far- 
ther apart the Rose bushes are set, the 
greater room there is for the strong root 
development absolutely necessary to pro- 
duce perfect flowers, and the closer the 
plants are jammed together the more 
plants he has for sale. 


and the amateur takes the chances. 


The same theory is true in the making 
of cuttings that go to start the original 
plant into the world. 
All Roses on _ their 
own roots (and they 
are Uae nest) aire 
grown from cuttings or branches of the 
parent plant. There are two ways of mak- 
ing cuttings. One is to take cuttings with 
a single eye or branch, and this single 
branch perpetuates the plant. The other 
way is to make a cutting with two eyes 
or branches from which it makes other 
branches; but, in order to make the parent 
plant pay a high percentage, growers cati- 
not resist the temptation frequently of 
making ten one-eyed cuttings from a plant 
when they should make only five two-eyed 
cuttings. The result is they have ten 
plants instead of 
five; so, if they sell 
the ten plants at 10c. 
each, they have more 
money than we would have from our 
plants made from two-eyed cuttings at 15c. 
each. They would have 25 percent more, 
while our price would seem higher; but, as 
a matter of fact our prices would be lower 
because our plants would actually be 
worth not only twice as much as the weak,

A monster 
range of mammoth greenhouses, each 
35x300 feet—a veritable city under glass— 
with a producing capacity of over one mil- 
lion plants annually. New packing sheds 
and offices, covering nearly an acre of 
ground, railroad sidings running directly 
into our plant, have all added enormously 
to our facilities to handle our immense 
trade. The accomplishment of all this has 
been a stupendous task, but happily it is 
finished. While cordially inviting all our 
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patrons to visit us we crave indulgence if, 
at times, there have been delays in handling 
their orders. It will not happen again. 
This added equipment, a splendid working 
force and a personal interest in each and 
every order received, is your guarantee 
against delays. During the height of the 
shipping season it is impossible to ship the 
thousands of orders on hand without a 
slight delay; but often these delays are 
providential, because there are more fail- 
ures from too early planting than all other 
causes combined. If you will but trust us 
to ship at the proper time, we guarantee 
you will be pleased with the results.

on which these plants are grown, and a 
thousand other devices for growing the 
most-perfect Roses at the minimum cost of 
production.

For instance, the early Peonies—the old-fashioned kind—bloom in May, as do 
some of the fancy varieties, although many of the latter carry the flowering period of the 
family well into June. Then again the foliage of some of the early-blooming flowers dies 
in late summer, and it is well to plant late-blooming kinds near them to take their places 
in order to avoid bare spots in the border. A striking example of this is the Oriental 
Poppy, blooming in gorgeous splendor in June, but whose foliage almost completely disap- 
pears in late August. This should have Hibiscus or one of the Coneflowers planted near it, 
the foliage of which will hide the withered Poppy foliage. A careful study of our list will 
be of great benefit to all lovers of hardy flowers. Peonies, Iris and Phlox are placed at 
the head of our list irrespective of their time of blooming, but reference to them may be 
found under their time of blooming.

A Few Simple Directions for Growing The Roses of New 
Castle—Anyone can Grow Them to Perfection with Ease 


Three essentials of successful Rose culture are a well-prepared soil, a fairly sunny location and 
frequent cultivation. The strong, own-root, pot-grown Roses of New Castle will grow and 
bloom with astonishing success if the following simple instructions are observed: 


SOIL. Any good, fairly fertile garden soil is the proper kind in which to grow our Roses. 
Shade the soil deeply and mix it with well-rotted cow manure inthe proportion of one-fourth 
manure to three-fourths of soil. If upon arrival of the Roses, the weather is not suitable for im- 
mediate planting, unpack them and cover the roots with soil in a protected situation or in a cool 
cellar. In good planting weather set the bushes ten to eighteen inches apart and pack well the 
soil around them. Shade them with paper fora few days. Water thoroughly after planting and as 
often as dry weather makes it necessary. Never let the ground dry out or bake, but water and 
cultivate freely. Mulching the surface of the soil around the plants with manure will help retain 
the moisture, besides strengthening the growth. 

CUT YOUR ROSES FREELY. This is the only way to insure long and continuous blooming. 
Pick the flowers with long stems. Where there is no occasion to cut all the flowers, remove all 
faded ones regularly. 


PROTECT YOUR ROSES during winter. By about middle of November all shoots and tender 
climbers should be carefully bent down and buried in manure. Deposit some at the base of each 
plant and hill up gradually in conical shape. Increase the covering until frost appears, when final 
protection should be given in form of straw or other litter. Do not cover too soon nor with wet or 
soggy material. In the spring, but not before April 1st, the covering may be removed gradually. 
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
